Applicants elect, with right of traverse, for prosecution of the 
invention of Group II, Claims 8 -10, 17 and 23, drawn to a protection 
barrier, classified in class 404, subclass 9. 

Examiner identified three groups for each of the claimed 
inventions, namely: Group I of Claims 1, 3-5, 7 and 28, drawn to a 
protection barrier, classified in class 404, subclass 6, Group II as 
referenced hereinabove, and Group III of Claims 31-34, drawn to a 
protection barrier, classified in class 256, subclass 13.1.
